WAR LEADERS OF TWO

Pershing, Foch and Joffre 
Among Speakers—Cool- 
idge Sends Message of 
Greeting.

PARIS, Sept. 19.—Fourteen 
thousand men of the American Le-, 
gion who fought in France, and 
many of their womenfolk, ‘today 
marched in a great parade under 
the Arc de Triomphe and in 
homage to the Unknown Soldier 
placed red, white and blne flowers 


around his grave. It was the third 
time in French history the Arc de 
Triomphe has been opened to a 
foreign body. The flowers were 
laid in reverence and formed a 
fragrant wall around and virtually 
covering the Unknown’s tomb. 

The parade came this afternoon 
after the ninth convention of the 
Legion was opened at 9:30 o’clock 
this morning in the famous Palace 
due Trocadero. 

Review Follows Parade. 

The procession of Americans, re- 
the streets 
where they had once marched in 
the days of war, started from the 
Piace d’Iena at 1:41, led through 
the Arc de Triomphe and then 
down the Champs Elysees to the 
Place de la Concorde, where the 
marchers were reviewed by 
France's two greatest’ soldiers, 
Marshals Foch and Joffre, and 
America’s war leader, Gen. John J. 
Pershing. 


The veterans’ marching order 
was splendid, bringing marked ap- 
proval from tie immense _ crowd, 
happy and enthusiastic, which 
lined Paris’ beautiful avenues. 

The crowds were late in gather- 
ing to see the Legion parade be- 
cause of rainy and _ threatening 
weather, but as the parade  pro- 
ceeded on its way, the weather im- 
proved and roofs, sic«-*'ks, win- 
dows and every available point of 
vantage were occupied. 


A ‘ilary Members Checred. 


The Florida contingent of Le- 
gionnaires received a. great hand, 
but it remained to thr Louisiana 
group to send ‘*~ French specta- 
tors into an ecstacy of enthusiasm. 

The youthful appeararce of the 
American war veterans appealed 
strongly to the French population. 
“They do not seem to have grown 
a bit older,” was the comment 
heard several] times. The American 
Legion Auxiliary units — the Le- 
gionnaires’ women folk — also 
came in for ~**ny cheers. 


Rain During Parade, 


A drizzling rain and cold wind 
made it a shivery day for the 
spectators and although a fair-sized 
crowd had assembled it was not 
the huge throng that watched the 
Lindbergh parade along almost 
the identical route after he had 
flown across the Atlantic. 

One man bearing a placard on 
his back reading “‘from Lindbergh’s 
home town” received a greater re- 
ception than any General or other 
celebrity. 

Florida’s canary-colored cos- 
tumes made a great hit with the 
French, while Oklahoma's Indians 
with their feathered headdresses 
were cheered as they passed Wash- 
ington’s statue. 

The rain had halted by the time 
the parade got fully under way and 
as the paraders appro..ched Etoile, 
tl.ore was a regular old-fashioned 
fourteenth of July — the French 
Independence day—crowd present. 


Pass Under Famous Arch. 
For the first time since the great 
victory parade of 1919, the heavy 
chains which bar the entrance to 
the Arc de Triomphe were removed 
to permit the Legionnaires to 
march through. The Americans 
presented an impressive picture as. 
bareheaded and with serious, set 
faces, they dropped their tiny flow- 
ers on the tomb of the Unknown. 

A deep silence ruled fully three 
minutes as the (first delegations 
passed, all the bands having ceased 
playing as they reached the his- 
toric monument. Then suddenly ap- 
plause and cheers broke from the 
thousands packing the square to 
the full limit.

Ex-Pastor May Be Used as 
Witness by State Against

cused of Murder. 


DEFENSE ALSO PLANS 
TO PUT HIM ON STAND 


Prosecution Prepares to In- 
troduce Confessions At- 
tributed to Defendant at 
Time of Arrest.

MOUNT VERNON, IL, Sept. 19. 
—Lawrence M..Hight, former Meth- 
odist minister whom the State 
plans to call as a witness in the 
second murder trial of Mrs. Elsie 


Sweetin for the poisoning of her 
husband, went in conference with 
State’s Attorney Allen today, prior 
to opening of court. It is believ2d 
Hight told the State’s Attorney 
what he is willing to testify to 
when he is called as a_ witnes3, 
probably tomorrow. 

Hight was placed in the Jef- 
ferson County jail under the same 
reof with Mrs. Sweetin, his former 
sweetheart, who was granted a new 
trial following conviction with 
Hight for the murder o? her hus- 
band. Mrs. Sweetin was brought 
here early last week from the pris- 
on at Statesville, to which she was 
sentenced for 35 years. 

Crowd Eager to See Hight, 

An hour before court opened the 
courtroom overflowed with specta- 
tors. The news had spread _ that 
Hight was back to testify. Those 
who could not get into the court- 
room lined up on the square, in 
hope of seeing the former pastor 
and Mrs. Sweetin as they went to 
court. 

State’s Attorney Adlen and the 
defense counsel, R. E. Smith and 
William Green, both talked to 
Hight in jail this morning, but 
both sides were vague about their 
plans. If Hight still shows a love 
for Mrs. Sweetin, the State may 
change its mind about using him 
as a witness. Hight was asked 
on his*“automobile trip from the 
prison to Mount Vernon yesterday 
what he thought about Mrs, Sweet- 
in’s second trial. 


“T hope it helps her out.” 
was quoted as saying. 

On returning from his talk with 
Hight, Smith asked Judge Pearce 
to order the for -*r pastor kept in 
Mount Vernon until ‘* defense 
releases him. The defense, Smith 
informéd the Court, probably will 
use him aS a witness. 

Before court opened this morn- 
ing, Hight went to a barber shop, 
and a crowd collected outside. 

J. Hugh Trammel, who shayed 
Hight, asked him: “Are you going 
to testify?” 

“IT know, but I’m not telling,” 
Hight answered. Hight told .the 
barber he had nothing to complain 
against prison life, that he liked 
his outside job as attendant at the 
prison oil filling station. 

“Look at the crowd outside,” 
said the barber. “They’re trying 
to get a look at you.” “Let them 
look,” answered Hight. “I’m not 
nervous like I used to be during 
the first trial.” 

Hight was accompanied to the 
barber shop by the Rev. Cyrus 
Maulding. Baptist preacher and 
court bailiff. 

“Hight is very cautious,” said 
State’s Attorney Allen after his 
talk with the former pastor. “‘He's 
not saying very much. He com- 
plained he did not sleep last night.” 

Prosecutor Takes Stand, 

State’s Attorney Allen was the 
first witness today as the trial en- 
tered its second week. He told 
how a glass candy jar.containing 
part of the viscera of Sweetin had 
been stored safel: away since the 
first trial. The organs were sent 
to Dr. William D. McNally, Chi- 
cago Coroner’s physician, three 
years ago for chemical analysis 
after the mysterious deaths follow- 
ing within two months of each 
other of Sweetin and Mrs. Hight. 
wife of the pastor. 

Dr. McNally testified Saturday 
he found arsenic in the organs fn 
sufficient quantities to have 
caused death. 

The State’s Attorney said the 
jar had been kept under lock and 
key in his office since the first 
trial. The defense objected as not 
having been properly identified 
as the same. The jury was ex- 
cused while opposing counsel 
wrangled over admission of the jac 
and a bottle of embalming fluid as 
evidence.

Martin Johnson, 22, Drops Mo- 
tion’ for New Trial—Judge 
Pearcy Threatened. 


A 650+year. penitentiary sentence 
for robbery, the heaviest ever im- 
posed in a St. Louis court for that 
crime, was accepted today by. Mar- 
tin Johnson, 22 years old, who was 
arrested last Dec. 23 after a series 
of filling station holdups.

Acquires Title From Paul 
Brown—Valuation of About 
$1,167,000 Indicated. 


The -10-story Union Electric 
building, and its site at the south-

Tragedy Enacted in Street 
at 4813 Fountain Avenue 
With Young  Victim’s 
Mother on Porch. 


Miss Lena Hammor, 17-year-old 
divorcee, was shot ari killed today 
as she sat in an automobile in 
front of her home at 4813 Foun- 
tain avenue, by her rejected flance, 
William H,. Linton, 29 years old, 
who then ended his life. 

Their bodies were found in Lin- 
ton's rented automobile in front of 
4867 Fountain avenue, a half block 
west of her home, where Linton, 
bleeding from a fatal wound in the 
right temple, crashed the machine 


as he died, 

Linton, who Hved at 4159 Olive 
street and worked as a chef in a 
restaurant at 4141 Olive street, 
called for the girl at 11 a. m. to- 


day at Jantzen's Pharmacy, New- 
stead and Olive streets, where she 
was employed as a cashie: at hours 


school. { 

She telephoned her mother, Mrs. 
Effie Childers, at that howr and 
said that she was not going to 
work, but would be home within « 
few minutes with “Bill,” as she 
called Linton, 

Stops at Girl's Home. 

Fifteen minutes later Linton 
stopped the machine in front of 
the Childer’s house, which is just 
west of Euclid avenue and a block 
nerth of the Hodiamont tracks. At 
the time Mrs. Childers was sweep- 
ing on the front porch. 

The two conversed for a few 
minutes, and as Miss Hammor pre- 
pared to get out of the car a 
roomer in the Childers home, who 
also had been attentive to her, 
came down the steps and walked 
west in Fountain avenue, 

Apparently Miss Hammor in- 
tended to follow him for she 
stepped from the machine as 
though she inteded to start west- 
ward instead of going into the 
house. Linton, however, reached 
from the machine, seized her by 
the arm and pulled her back into 
the seat. 

There were a few words and then 
a shot. As Miss Hammor fell back 
into the seat with a bulletin the 
back of her head, Linton put the 
pistol to his own temple and fired 
again. 

Then he started the machine. It 
lurched erratically west for a half 
block and as he fell from the wheel, 
dead, ran into a tree in Fountain 
Park. 

Mother Didn’t See 

“I had not noticed that they 
were quarreling,” Mrs, Childers told 
reporters at City Hospital. “I was 
not looking when the first shot was 
fired but as I turned I saw that 
my daughter had fallen back into 
the seat. Ag he fired and drove 
away I ran after the machine but 
when it stopped and I caught up 
with it I fainted.” 


Both the girl and Linton wers 
dead when they were lifted from 
the machine. Linton, Mrs, Chil- 
ders said, had been going with 
her daughter for a year and had 
been engaged to her for several 
months. Because of the girl's age, 
however, her mother had refused 
to sanction marriage and two 
weeks ago Miss Hammer told Lin- 
ton that their engagement was 
ended.,. 

“He threatened to kill himself,” 
and Lena,” Mrs. Childers said, “but 
I didn't take him seriously.” 

The breaking of the engagement, 
however, was taken seriously 
enough by Linton, according to an- 
other roomer, who said that Linton 
wept when he came last night to 
bid hig former fiancee farewell. He 
is supposed to have told her then, 
that he was going to leave the city.

George C. Smith of Baltimore 
will begin work Oct. 1 as director 
of the industrial bure : of the 
newly organized Industrial Club of 
St. Louis. He will administer the 
expenditure of the $1,000,000 fund, 
raised in the past few months 
without intensive solicitation, for 
the industrial development of St. 
Louls, 

As outlined by Thomas N. Dy- 
gart, president of the club, the 
work to be undertaken by Smith 
is scientific plant allocation, and 
not a “bonus and hurrah” factory 
campaign of the old type. 

“The purpose,” Dysart said, “is 
to attract, through careful fre- 
search, the types of industry best 
calculated to succeed in this in- 
dustrial district. With the coming 
of Mr. Smith, one of the most ex- 
tensive pieces of industrial devel- 
opment machinery in the United 
States will be set up. It will make 
a modern and sensible appeal on 
the basis of what the city has to 
offer industrially. 

“Men experienced in manufac- 
turing, commercial life and eco- 
yomic research will be assembled, 
not only to attract new concerns, 
but to improve and expand tha 
markets and the scope of indus- 
tries now in St. Louis. It will be 
a hard-headed, matter-of-fact 
business reasoning program.” 

Smith in Work 16 Years, 

Smith, who is 41 years old, ad- 
dressed a meeting of business men 
at Hotel Chase last. December be- 
fore the -Industrial Club was 
formed. He has been in indus- 
trial development work for 16 
years. He ig a graduate of the 
University of Oklahoma, did post- 
graduate work at Wisconsin and 
Cornell universities, and was a 
member of the Cornell faculty two 
years. He had charge of the re- 
Search department of Alexander 
Hamilton Institute, New York, and 
lectured in the School of Com- 
merce in New York University. 

Smith went to Baltimore in 1916, 
to aid in reorganization of the in- 
dustrial department of the Balti- 
more & Ohio railroad, Since 1923 
he has been executive assistant to 
the president of the Canton Co., 
and Canton Railroad Co. of Balti- 
more, a large real estate develop- 
ment concern. He was director of 
the industrial bureau of the Balti- 
more Board of Trade from 1919 
to 1923. 

He was named recently as vice 
chairman of the industrial division 
of the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards. He presided 
at the annual conferences of in- 
dustrial managers, conducted last 


year and this year by the United 


States Chamber of Commerce, He

—Major John I. Duvall of In- 
dianapolis, testifying today in ‘his 
trial on charges of violating the 
corrupt practices act, denied that 
he ever had promised William H.

Duvall charged that Armitage 
sought him out. He said he had 
known Armitage only three years 
and that the first political conver- 
sation he had with him occurred 
just a few days before the 1925 
primary. He said he met Armiiage 
at the latter’s request in a hotel 
and at that time they discussed the 
political situation. 


Refused Armitage’s Backing. 


Duvall ¢estified that Armitage 
told him he had quit the Ralph 
A. Lemcke campaign and wanted 
to throw his (Armitage’s strength 
to Duvall. Lemcke at the time 
was opposing Duvall for the Re- 
publican nomination, Duvall said 
he advised Armitage that it would 
not be the thing to do. 

Duvall added that Armitage of- 
fered to put $15,000 in his .(Du- 
vall's) campaign and “do him a 
lot pf good” if he would be per- 
mitted to get behind Duvall. 

The Mayor then related incidents 
pertaining to a meeting with Ar- 
mitage at the home of Lew Shank, 
then Mayor of Indianapolis. He 
said he went to the Shank home 
after the first conversation with 
Armitage and talked with Shank 
for a few minutes about politics. 
Armitage accompanied him, but 
sat in an automobile and did not 
hear the conversation, Duvall tes- 
tified. 

Following the conversation with 
Shank, Duvall said Armitage again 
insisted on getting behind his cam. 
paign but that he told him it was 
“absolutely impossible.” 


Accepted Armitage’s Support. 

Asked what occurrec between 
himself and Armitage following 
the primary, Duvall said he met 
Armitage in July, 1925. The meet- 


ing took place in Duvall’s home. 
Armitage again told him he want- 
ef to get behind him, Duvall tes- 
tified. He said he told Armitage 
he would be glad to have his sup- 
Dort.: ° 

It was at this meeting, Armi- 
tage testified last week, that Du- 
vall accepted his <upport and 
asked him what he wanted out of 
it. Armitage testified that he told 
Duvall he wanted to name _ two 
members of the Board of Public 
Works and the City Engineer, and 
that Duvall wanted to know what 
it was worth. 

Duvall today denied that any 
such conver.s.tion took place and 
that any names were mentioned 
for any of the positions as testi- 
fied by Armitage.

Testament Completed by 
Chicago U. Professors.

CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—-The Amer- 
icanization of the Bible has been 
completed by the University of Chi- 
cago and the home product is now 
published. The Old Testament Is 
the’ latest part of the work. .The 
“thous” and “thees” have given 
away to “you” and an effort is 
made to rehabilitate the character 
of womankind. 

Its editor is J. M, Powis Smith, 
professor of Old. Testament lan- 
guage and literature at the univer- 
sity. With him -were associaied 
three other trafslators, Prof. Alex 
R.. Gordon of McGill University 
at Montreal; Prof. Theophile J. 
Week of the University of Toronto 
and Prof. Leroy Waterman of the 
University of Michigan, 

“Much of the Hebrew text that 
heretofore passed as prose has 
been found to be really poetic both 
in form and spirit;” Prof. Smith 
declared. “Therefore poetry should 
not be printed as prose.” ‘Words 
con the creation of Eve are cast 
into poetic form: 


This at last is bone of my bone, 
And flesh of my flesh; 

She shall be called Woman, 
For from man she was taken. 


Many of the familiar quotations 
are garbed in new language, 
Joseph’s “coat of many colors” be- 
comes a more prosal¢ “long cloak” 
and “Eve” becomes Adam's “help- 
er” instead of “helpmeet.” 

Page “headlines” show the main 
theme of each page has been 
placed in the new version. ‘“Da- 
vid's Family Troubles,” “Job’s In- 
terview With the Lord,” “Prophe- 
cy on the Drouth,” “The Categori- 
cal Imperative,” are some of them. 


Verse numbers stich as were used 
in the older translations are car- 
ried in the margin, but the text is 
paragraphed only at the conclusion 
of each thought or group of sen- 
tences. 

Prof. Smith explained the trans- 
lation seeks to be American “in 
the sense that the writings of Lin- 
coln, Roosevelt and Wilson are 
American.” The language of the 
translation, he emphasized, “‘can- 
not be allowed to fall to the level 
of the street, because the content 
of the Old Testament !fs on a high 
literary plane.”

THREE OTHERS HEARD 
REFUSAL, HE SAYS 


Assertion Is in Reply to 
Charge Attempt Was 
Made to Have Jail Sen- 
tence Remitted. |

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 19. — 


Senator James E, Watson of In- 
diana, refused in 1926 to assure 
Dr, E. 8. Shumaker, superintend- 
ent of the 
League, that he would attempt to 


interceded in behalf of Dr. Shumak- 
er in connection with his contempt 
case before the Indiana Supreme 
Court, Henry Lane Wilson de- 
clares in a telegram to the Indian- 
apolis Star. 

Letters published in the 8tar, 
Saturday, linked the names of 
Shumaker, Watson and Senator Ar- 
thur R, Robinson, Indiana's 
junior Senator, with an attempt to 
have Shumaker’s contempt convic- 
tion before the Supreme Court 
modiifed. Along with the letters 
was a statement by Shumaker that 
Senator Watson had told him in 
August, 1926, that he (Shumaker) 
would only be fined for criticising 
certain Judges of the Supreme 
Court, and that his case would not 
be considered until after the 1926 
election. The letters also men- 
tioned the name of Senator Rob- 
inson. 

Watson’s Letter of Reply. 

Watson's letter of reply in 1926 
to Shumaker declareti the League 
superintendent misunderstood him, 
that he (Watson) had never talked 
with Supreme Court Judges about 
the case. Shumaker had charged 
that Watson talking over the tele- 
phone in Wilson’s Culver, Ind., 
home, told him he had talked with 
three Judges. Watson reiterated 
his denials in a statement Satur- 
day. 

Wilson said he remembered dis- 
tinctly the conversation, and that 
three other members of his family 
present at the time “will all recall 
the refusal of Watson to give any 
of the assurances demanded by 
Shumaker.” 

: No Special Court Term, 

Judge Julius C. Eravis, Chief 
Justice of the State Supreme 
Court, said no special session of 
the court will be called to con- 
sider a motion filed by Attorney- 
General Arthur L. Gilliom in which 
the Attorney-General asks that 
Shumaker’s sentence of 60 days 
imprisonment be increasefl in view

LAKE VILLA ill., Sept. 19.—The calm assurance of a fatalist, 
who believes the outcome of all fights was a matter of course before 
life itself was created, will steel Gene Tunney against the flailing 
fists of Jack Dempsey on Soldier Field, Thursday night. 

Thoughtfully, the big Marine lage outlined his philosophy of life 
who stripped Dempsey of the] 2nd bellet in ring “men of des- 
heavyweight championship in the ny. 
pelting rain at Philadelphia, told 
today of his conviction, that the 
rejuvenated “Manassa Maultr”’ 
must again face defeat—and with 
it fistic oblivion—when the open- 
ing gong summons the two giants 
of the ring to the center of the 
gleaming battleground while 160,- 
000 persons cheer from the sur- 
rounding bowl of darkness. 

Lolling on the lawn that rolls 
from his country club training 
quarters, in soft stretches to the 
shore of Lake Villa, the serious- 
minded youth of Greenwich Vil- 


Cannot Change Destiny. 


“Fate,” he said, his hands 
rumpling through his hair and his 
far off gaze fixed on the distant 
lake shore, “directs the paths of 
men from a common. beginning, 
through disaster and triumph to a 
goal, an ending, that was preor- 
dained before birth. Man cannot 
change his destiny. His best ef- 
forts only can help bring about the 
end conceived at the beginning of 
time.” 

Building upon this philosophy 
and drawing from the history of 
his career that has had its sole aim 


almost against hig will, 


in winning and retaining the 
heavyweight title, Tunney pointed 
out that the fate made him a boxer 
also had 
provided the driving force that had 
built his body from that of a 
middleweight at 21 to a full- 
fledged 190-pounder at 29. 


Finally fate carried him to the 
pinnacle of pugilism, despite many 
disappointments and against the 
overwhelming opinion of the coun- 
try’s foremost fight critics. 


That same fate, Tunney went 
on, guided his life outside the ring. 
Solace comes of that philosophy, 
when errors of judgment can be 
excused on the grounds that wrong 
decisions “are on the cards.” 


Disappointments and even tem- 
porary disasters leave but a mild 
sting when viewed in the light that 
“what was bound to happen, hap- 
pened.” 


Although Tunney never expects 
to marry, fate, he believes, may 
somé time bring across his path 
the woman destined'to be his mate. 
The titleholder, incidentally, looks 
with disfavor on marriage. 

But Tnnney has not let the de- 
fense of his title to fate alone, de- 
spite his conviction of supremacy. 
Gene never really is out of train- 
ing. 

Has Been Hampered. | 

Five months ago the big cham- 
pion entered the woods at Specu- 
lator, N. Y., to box lightly with 
two sparring partners, tramp 
through the Adirondack hills, and 
build his body for the fitle task in 
the comparatively rare mountain

air. When he left for the Midwest | 
less than three weeks ago, Tunney 
announced he had attained “fight- 
ing edge.” 

A trio of unfortunate occur- 
ances have hampered the title- 
holder’s final conditioning, at the 
beautiful Country Club here. A 
hot spell, during which it actually 
soared at times to 105 degrees, 
forced frequent layofs when steady 
effort was most necessary to the 
attainment of perfect condition. As 
a result Gene weighs around 190 
pounds today, almost four notches 
above his best fighting weight. 


Twice injuries Live handicapped 
Tunney’s final training drive. Less 
than two weeks ago Chuck Wig- 
gins, chief among the champion’s 
spar mates, accidentally butted 
Tunney over the right eye, inflict- 
ing a wound an inch long in the 
lid. Scarcely had the cut healed 
when, Jackie Williams jabbed a 
gloved left thumb into the same op- 
tic last Friday, causing a bruide 
and inflammation of the eyeball 
that necessitated the attention of 
two eye specialists.

said. “The Maryland State Nursery 
is furnishing good sized trees to 
communities at 75 cents each. If 
Missouri planted trees 40 feet 
apart on both sides of the road, 
ae cost a mile would be only $200 
for the trees. For $300 more the 
tr2es could be planted. With road 
construction costing $10,000 and 
$12,002 a mile, $500 is a smail 
sum, when results are considered. 
An engineer would think nothing 
of spenfing this amount merely to 
touch up culverts. } 


“Missouri is fortunate with her 
wealth of native trees. As the 
State nursery is developed, it 
should have no trouble in furnish- 
ing 1,000,000 trees annnally to the 
communities desiring them. The 
State Forester’s advice should be 
sought in planting tne trees, but 
there is no reason why county 
governments and civic organiza- 
tions sPould not do the actual 
work. In many states, the Ameri- 
can Legion, the Rotarians, the Ki- 
wanians and the Boy Scouts have 
done a wonderful work in beautify- 
ing the highways. 

“T am afraid there is no way -n 
which the Federal Government can 
aid in this project other than to of- 
ser 24vice. There have been unof- 
ficial suggestions that the Federal 
Government require all states to 
plant trees along the high vays 
built with Federal co-operation. 
but nothing official has been at- 
tempted. . 

“Other states have already rea- 
lized the advantage of having 
shaded highways. Napoleon, dur-

C. L. Pack Commends Idea. 

Charles Lathrop Pack, president 
of the American Tvee Association, 
also urged Missouri to plant trees 
along her highways. 

“The treeless highway is a wast- 
ed opportunity,” Pack declared. 
“The Post-Disr-tch is to be com- 
plimented for urging th°t this op- 
portunity not be wasted in Mis 
souri. Highways, beautifully and 
wisely planted with trees, are an 
advertisement for any State or 
community. Washington is known 
as a beautiful city for its splendid 
tre>-lined streets, and the Japan- 
ese cherry trees along the Potomac 
Park speedway are world famous. 

“One of the things we need in 
this country is a general appre- 
ciation of t ocs. S&* sh a sentiment 
on the part of the peorle will, in 
the long run, help to check the 
carelessness and  thoughtlessness 
wits which our forests are. being 
sacrificed to fire.

MEMORIAL SERVICES 


FOR WAYNE WHEELER 


Tributes Paid Late Chief Coun- 
sel of Anti-Saloon 
League. 


The spirit of Wayne B. Wheeler 
militantly marches on in the cause 
that he gave hisslifeto, Charles M. 
Hay, State dry leader and St. Louis 
attorney, said last night before 100 
persons gathered at a memorial 
service to the late chief dry coun- 
sel in the Union Methodist-Episco- 
pal Church. 

“Wayne Wheeler is dead, but 
prohibition lives, despite the efforts 
of enemies of prohibition and erst- 
whim critics of Wheeler to bury 
prohibition in the same grave with 
him,” Hay said. “God buries His 
workman but carries on the work. 

‘God was carrying on for tem- 
perance long before the Anti-Sa- 
loon League was  organizedyears 
before Wayne Wheler was born. 
The reason for prohibition already 
existed in the minds of the people. 
and it is my conviction that when 
Wheeler, at the age of 24, joined 
the Anti-Saloon League, the ma- 
jority of the people of the United 
States knew the liquor traffic to 
be a curse and sincerely desired 
its ultimate extinction. 

Wheeler Lauded as Organizer. 

“It was for Wheeler to mobilize 
the forces, and this he did with 
He knew what 
to do and how to doit. He shaped 
and urged the passage of the Vol- 
stead law. He and his associates 
did not, as did the extremists and 
impractical zealots, strike at once 
for national prohibition, but elected 
to whittle the traffic away. city 
by city, county by county, and state 
by state.

Eyes of World. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Sept. 19.—Germany’s 


challenge to her late enemies on 
the subject of war guilt. as stated 
by President von Hindenburg at 
the dedication of the Tannenberg 
battle memorial, was received gen- 
erally today as a prelude to a more 
vigorous campaign -for the moral 
rehabilitation of the. Reich in the 
eyes of the world. 

Time has not softened the sting 
of paragraph 231 of the treaty of 


Versailles, which declares that the 
war was forced on the allied Pow- 
ers by Germany and her allies, and 
which has been ever since, de- 
nounced from _ public. platform, 
press and pulpit here as an un- 
truth to* wnich the German signa- 
tories were forced to subscribe 
under duress, 

The President in his speech yes- 
terday declared that Germany had 
unsheathed the sword with a pure 
conscience and in self-defense. 
The memory of those Germans who 
fell “fighting for the freedom of 
their country,” and the honor of 
those still living, he said, ‘“‘enjoin 
me here and now to declare 
solemnly: The accusation that Ger- 
many owas’ responsible for this 
greatest of all wars we hereby re- 
pudiate. Germany is ready 
at any moment to prove this fact 
before impartial judges.”’ 

His declaration was frantically 
applauded. The speech was pre- 
ceded by a dramatic reunion with 
Gen. Ludendorff, the Nationalist 
whom the President had not re- 
ceived at any previous function 
Since his elevation to the head of 
the republic. 

Significance of Speech. 

The comment was heard today 
that it may be more than mere 
coincidence that Von Hindenburg’s 
repudiation of Germany’s war 
guilt coincides with the presence 
in European soil of 20,000 or more 
American war veterans. 

Even without fhis, the Presi- 
dent’s pronouncement would be 
important, but the fact that it was 
made at the moment when the 
Franco-American comradeship in 
arms is being revived by the Amer- 
ican Legion visit to Paris adds sig- 
nificance to an act which, Germans 
say, is likely to provoke a spirited 
controversy among the Reich’s 
erstwhile enemies as well as in the 
neutral countries. 


The movement against perpetua-- 


tion of the war guilt stigma re- 
ceived additional impetus when the 
Nationalists entered the Marx- 
Stresemann Cabinet last winter. It 
was commonly reported then that 
one of the conditions of their ac- 
ceptance of responsibility in the 
Government was that official steps 
should be taken to wipe out the 
indictment contained in paragraph 
231 of the peace treaty. 

It was agreed that the person- 
ality and prestige of President von 
Hindenburg suggested that he was 
the ideal spokesman for Germany 
in a solemn refutation of Germany's 
responsibility, and that the dedi- 
cation. of the Tannenberg Memorial 
furnished an ideal opportunity in 
view of the fact that it was largely 
a compliment to his military genius. 

Repudiation of Guilt. 

Von Hindeburg in deep meas- 
ured voice dedicated the memorial, 
saying: 

“The Tannenberg memorial is 
devoted primarily to the memory 
of those who feel fighting for the 
freedom of their country, but their 
memory and the honor of my still 
living comrades enjoin me here 
and now to declare solemnly: The 
accusation that Germany was re- 
sponsible for this greatest of all 
wars we hereby repudiate. All 
classes of German people unani- 
mously repudite it. It -was not 
from our envy or hate or desire 
for conquest that we drew swords. 

“On the contrary, the war with 
all the terrible sacrifices it- de- 
manded from the whole country 
was an extreme measure resorted 
t@ in the preservation of our exist- 


ehce against a host of enemies.

000 to $500,000, out of a bond issue 
allowance of $2,550,000 for sewer 
reconstruction. The money saved 
will be available for other sewer 
work which will make practicable 
the completion of Kingshighway as 
a continuous thoroughfare from 


The airgun used in sewer re- 
construction is a more powerful 
affair than those which boys use 
to pot-shot sparrows. It shoots a 
cement mixture into the crumbling 
walls and gaping crevices of the 
old sewers, which builds nof only 
a new and firm surface, but a solid 
and rocklike underpinning. 

Begun as an experiment, the 
compressed air cement gun proc- 
ess has proved poth better and 
cheaper than old methods of sew- 
er reconstruction. It was adopted 
by Director Prooks of the Streets 
and Sewers Departmeni, and was 
developed in its practical applica- 
tion to the local problem by Ernest 
Paffrath, Assistant Sewer Commfs- 
sioner, 

Sewers With Fallen Arches. 

In the bond issue campaign of 
four and one-half years ago the 
public was told that “only the 
grace of God" kept some of the 
old sewers from collapsing. Speak- 
ing more exactly, engineers say 
that at many points only the earth 
about the sewer walls has held the 
walls in place, and that the sew- 
ers suffer seriously from fallen 
arches. 

The city has nearly 933,000 
linear feet of brick sewers con- 
structed before the use of Portland 
cement developed. Disintegration 
of these sewers has been rapid in 
recent years. The brick work is 
loose, the open joints carry much 
of the flow of sewage in dry 
weather, and bricks fall frequent- 
ly from the upper walls. 

The old method of repairing 
washed-out or crumbling parts of 
the sewer structure was a slow 
process, requiring a large crew of 
workers. A-lumber form had to be 
constructed, its lines following 
those of the arch to be repaired, 
and the workers experienced diffi- 
culty in the important task of 
keying in the arch. Washed-out 
joints were filled with mortar, and 
cement was rubbed over it, giving 
a smooth surface, but usually 
leaving the inner crevices unfilled. 

How the Air Gun Works. 

In the air gun method, a mortar, 
composed of one part of cement to 
three parts of sand, is mixed in a 
concrete mixer, and is placed in 
the cement gun, which is con- 
nected with an air compressor. The 
air drives the dry material through 
a one and one-quarter inch rubber 
hose, at the end of which is a 
specially constructed nozzle, with a 
half-inch water connection. 

Vvhen the mixture strikes the 
surface aimed at, a few feet from 
the end of the nozzle, it has be- 
come a-well mixed and propor- 
tioned mortar, and it is driven by 


crevices tightly. Builders say that 
the mortar becomes hard and 
dense, and has mog strength than 
mortar applied with a trowel or 
other hand method. The differ- 
ence between the air gun mortar 
and hand applied mortar, Assistant 
Commissioner Paffrath says, is 
about the same as the difference 
between granite and softlimestone. 

It cost the city $25.472 to install 
the air gun method. The gun it- 
self cost $1435, and larger items of

Reconstruction of six sewers has 
been completed, at a cost of $216,- 
595. The department officials es- 
timate that. with the old method 
which was contemplated when the 
bond issue item was prepared, the 
cost for these six sewers would 
have been about $97.000 greater. 
On this basis, it is estimated that 
between $450,000 and $500,000 of 
the appropriation may remain 
when the work has been finished. 

The sewers vhich have been 
reconstructed are the Southern, 
Ferry street, Trudeau street, Fill- 
more street, Biddle street and Les- 
perance street sewers, The Arse- 
nal street and Carroll street sewers 
are now under reconstruction, at 
an estimated cost of $74,500. Those 
to follow are the Branch street, 
Louisa avenue, lower end of Mill 
Creek relief sewér, Ohio avenue, 
Seventh street, or Biddle street, 
south, Camp Spring, Wyoming, 
Warne avenue, St. Louis avenue, 
Elliot avenue, Vandeventer avenue, 
Dakota, Quincy street, Utah street, 
Barton street, Miller street, Old 
Mill Creek, Chambers, Benton, 
Salisbury, Bremen avenue, Pine 
street, Grand Public and Rock 
Spring sewers, at an estimated cost 
of $1,485,000. 

These sewers are all of the larger 
type, serving as main lines for the 
various districts. 

Can Complete Kingshighway. 

Director Brooks, outlining his 
plan for spending the sewer recon- 
struction fund to be saved by the 
introduction of the air-gun proc- 
ess, said: 

“Kingshighway is a continuous 
thoroughfare from Taylor and 
Broadway in North St. Louis to the 
northeast corner of Carondelet 
Park along old Kansas street (now 
Kingshighway Southwest) with two 
exceptions. One of the missing 
links is across Christy Park, from 
the end of Kingshighway Southwest 
at Gravois road to Kingshighway 
Southwest at Carlsbad avenue. The 
second execption is the roadway 
across Penrose Park. This viaduct 
is now completed, and with the ad- 
ditional concrete pavement to be 
put in this fall, that link will be 
connected up. 

“Before a park drive can be 
constructed across Christy Park at 
its missing link, it will be neces- 
sary to eliminate the overflow wa- 
ter from Rock Creek sewer, which 
in times of heavy rain is dis- 
charged into Christy Park just 
south of Gravois road through an 
opening in this large concrete 
sewer. 

“Rock Creek sewer now comes 
to an end at old Kansas street, 
whence eventually a public sewer 
outlet must be built to connect with 
a sewer that will carry flood water 
to the present bed of old Rock 
Creek, helieving the situation at 
Christy Park and allowing this 
park roadway to be built at a cost 
of $16,000, which funds are now 
available in the Park Department. 
The 800-foot addition to the Rock 
Creek sewer will cost approimate- 
lyx $80,000. 

North St. Louis’ Cem plaint. 
“It ig believed that the Board of 
Estimate will appropriate from 
municipal revenue this $75,000 or 
$80,000, previded the situation in 
North St. Louis around the Branch 
street sewer can be bettered. 

“For 15 years the people in this 
section of North St. Louis have 
bitterly complained that in case of 
heavy rain their basements were 
flooded on “account of inadequate 
sewers. We realize that a relief 
to the Branch street sewer must 
be built before this condition can

This statement is 
approximately correct. The operators’ 
stand is that neither the miners nor 
themselves can expect to exist from 137 
days work per year. 

The reason the Illinois’mines only 
averaged 137 days’ work last year was 
because the Jacksonville Agreement 
made edal so high that the public re- 
fused to buy Illinois coal and purchased 
non-union coal, which is far cheaper. 
The operators insist that now that the 
public is familiar with non-union coal 
the ensuing year promises even less 
than 109 days’ work for the [ilinois 
mines next year. In other words, both 
the Illinois miners and operators have 
reached the point of extinction under 
the present scale. Non-union mines sep- 
arated from Illinois by only a 35c freight 
differential are working for approxi- 
mately one-half of what the Illinois 


miners are demanding and the cost of 


producing coal in these states is approx- 
imately $1 per ton less than in Lllinois. 
Under the Jacksonville Agrecment both 
operators and miners are hopelessly 
licked. The operators insist that the 
miners’ annual earnings can be increased 
by taking a lower day wage scale. in 
other w by taking a reduction in 
wages the miners and operators of IIli- 
nois can work twice the number of days 
in 1928 than they will in 1928 under 
the Jacksonville Agreement, and there- 
fore the annual earnings of the miners 
will be greater under a competitive 
scale than they would be under the Jack- 
gonville Agreement. 

The operators of Illinois are anxious 
that the mine workers have better liv- 
ing conditions and larger annua! earn- 
ings but state positively that the public 
will not pay the price for coal thag will 
enable either operators Or mers to exist 
on @ Wage scale that keeps them both in 
idieneas three-fourths of the time. The 
mines must work more in order for eith- 
er to exist. The only way they can 
work more ts by enabling the operators 
to meet the competition of nen-unton 
fields. , 

Up to the present time the fight be- 
tween the operators and the miners has 
been one between the operators and the 
miners’ offictdis. Many individua! min- 
ers see full well the economics of the 
situation and the impossibility of the 
Jacksonville Agreement but the officials 
will not agree to an unrestricted discus- 
sion of the situation. Mr. Lewis, at the 
breaking up of the meeting stressed the 
wonderful proposition that the miners 
offered the operators, which said won- 
Gerful proposition was that the operat- 
ors accept the union program in toto 
from which Mr. Lewis has not budged 
one inch since last February.

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A STRANGE GENIUS. 
From the Brocklyn Eagle. 
F the World War produced a stranger 


genius than Col. Thomas E. Lawrence 
his name escapes us. A graduate of Ox- 
ford, where he was a fellow of All Souls 
College, he attained to some distinction as 
an archaeologist in the Euphrates Valley 
before the war began. He became a sub- 
lieutenant at the beginning of hostilities 
and rose to a colonelcy when he was later 
attached to the Hejaz Expeditionary Force. 
As an officer on the staff of Gen. Allenby 
he broached the idea of stirring Arabia 
to revolt and carried that plan to extra- 
Ordinary success entirely on his own re- 
sponsibility. This revolt, taking the Turks 
in the flank, was a large contributing fac- 
tor to Allenby’s series of victories which 
crushed the opposing armies and put Tur- 
key out of the war. 

If Col. Lawrence had stopped with or- 
ganizing a rebellion and fighting a cam- 
paign the world might have heard little 
about him in the flood of publicity attach- 
ing to more conspiéuous men. But his 
genius as a writer appeared in a book. 
“The Seven Pillars of Wisdom.” which he 
published at his own expense and which 
told the story of the Arabian revolt with 
such extraordinary color and vividness that 
his friends pressed him to permit its pub- 
lication in a popular edition. “The Seven 
Pillars of Wisdom,” limited to 119 copies, 
is now held in high esteem by collectors 
and commands big prices; but the popular 
and abridged edition, entitled “Revolt in 
the Desert,” has sold enormously in En- 
gland cnd in this country. Most authors 
would have been glad to reap the golden 
harvest of royalties so long as the reaping 
was good, but not so Col. Lawrence. He 
has instructed his English publishers to 
withdraw the book from circulation, his 
‘reason being that, his profits having wiped 
out his losses on the costly origina! edition, 
he has no use for more money! 

This is quite in keeping with his extra- 
Ordinary conduct since the war. Great 
honors were offered to him. With his 
amazing prestige he might have attained 
to the highest ranks in the army. He de- 
clined to be heroized. He refused to ac- 
cept promotion or dignity of any kind. 
Instead. he resigned his colonel’s commis- 
sion, changed his name. enlisted as a me- 
chanic in the air service with the grade 
of private and ‘: now taking orders from 
junior officers somewhere on the Indian 
frontier!

UNCLE SAM AND MISSOURI BABIES.

ISSOURI at-last has been able to show 


that 90 per cent or more of its births 
have been registered, and, therefore, has 
been admitted to the birth registration area 
of the country. The requirement for ad- 
mittance seemingly was a simple matter, 
yet it involved considerable effort on the 
part of health authorities. women’s organ- 
izations and other agencies. Missouri had 
been one of 14 states outside the registra- 
tion area and was in a backward position 
on that account. It was without the Fed- 
eral recognition and assistance accorded the 
states which can show they are keeping a 
dependable check on births. 

The outcome is a public health gain for 
Missouri. Reliable health statistics serve 
as important a purpose as accurate account- 
ine methods in business. They*furnish an 
Index to public health conditions; they 
indicate whether progress is being made 
and point to needs that should receive at- 
tention. Without a fairly accurate reporting 
and registration of births, for example, the 
infant death rate cannot be known; for the 
number of births annually is the basis of 
the rate. The larger cities and most of the 
counties of Missouri had built up for several 
years previous to this year dependable birth 
statistics. Some of the counties. however, 
had been lagging in the work. These now 
have been brought up to the required stand- 
ard. 

The effort will need to be continued. The 
recognition given Missouri, as other states 
in this particular, is determined year by 
year. It would be easily possible to lose 
the position now. gained. This should net 
be permitted.
